SOME MORE BRISTOL INVENTORIES,

The medieval records of All Saints’, Bristol, comprise a large number of deeds relating 
to the church property, a long series of the churchwardens’ accounts, a set of accounts of 
Halleway's Chauntry, and a large volume, bound or rebound in later times, and lettered 
on the back, “‘‘Minutes of All Saints’ Parish in the reign of Edward IV.”’ This vestry-book 
has been paginated in a modern hand up to p. 1094, but a large number of its leaves are 
blank. The original hand is bold and clear, with firm, well-formed letters, which ceases 
after p. 551 of the MS., on which the accounts for the year 27 March 8 Edward IV (1468) 
to 26 March 9 Edward IV (1469) end. 

In this handwriting are: (1) Some parish ordinances! ; (2) Headings of lists of various 
people, not filled in?; (3) “‘Names* of Good Doers”; (4) “‘ Names of vicars and priests* 
that hath been Good Doers”; (5) ‘‘ Names of parishioners® and others that hath been 
Benefactors and Good Doers’; (6) Inventories of the church-goods® and property ; 
(7) Churchwardens’ accounts? from 1407 (undated, but not later: possibly a year or two 
earlier) to 1469. 

Tn the list of those who had given land, etc., there are certain statements which afford 
some clue as to the exact date of the writing. The name of the tenant is given as “ dwelling 
in,” or “holding,” the property; and a later hand has corrected it to “ dwelt in” or 
“held.” Thus on p. 69 it is noted that 12s. rent assize comes from a house ‘“‘ yn Baldewyn 
Strete yn pe whyche dwellype John Albyrton Merchaunt ” : a later hand has corrected 
this into “ dwellyd,” and added “ and sepyn operys hath changyd.” John Albyrton appears 
in the accounts as a tenant of this property from 1453 to 1475. The next entry is of 12d. 
“yn lewyn-ys Mede of I house pat Joan Sybyll holdype,”’ which is corrected to “ holdyd,” 
and “ and sepyn operis” added in the margin. 

Joan Sybyll appears as tenant of this place from 1464 to 1468 inclusive: in 1469 and 
after it is “ John Syble” instead.§ This part of the book must therefore have been written 
between those years. On p. 70 is recorded the gift of a rent assize going out of a house “‘ in

As time went on the list of benefactions grew considerably, and apparently it was found 
irksome to read out some 150 folio pages in full: so a later poe annotated the lists! ip 
the margin with abbreviations such as “ with other good deeds et ita sufficit,’ « Super. 
filuum,” and the like. Still later, some one else took the matter in one and wrote the whole 
list out again, much condensed, beginning on p. 161 and ending with p. 167, making seven 
pages only. Consequently there are two versions of the bederoll, one ou the fifteenth anq 
the other of the sixteenth century : and in many cases the later form gives some additiona| 
information, chiefly as to the use to which the benefaction was put in the later period, 

When William Lench and Stephen Knyght, proctors or churchwardens of All Saints’, 
retired from office on 5 March, 1395-6, they made an inventory, in Latin, of the goods 
which they handed over to their successors, in the form of a pair of parchment endentures 
38 cm. long by 16 cm. wide, both of which are still preserved in the church. Later comers, 
instead of making out a fresh list, for Some years contented themselves with making cor- 
rections and additions on one or both of these. For distinction these are now marked A 
and B respectively. 

When Sir Maurice Hardwyk was engaged in compiling his book of records he translated 
B as he found it, but made no distinction between the additions and the original : conse- 
quently the inventory, as he gives it, contains several items which were not in the church 
in 1396. For purposes of comparison the original and Hardwyk’s version are now printed 
side by side. It will be seen that the value of the items is not always the same in the two: 
some of the things had deteriorated in value, and Hardwyk gives the price to which the thing 
was altered in B, in most cases. Thus the black vestment was once worth 2 marks (26s. 8d.),

The CREE of the ministers were not very numerous. There were two complete 
suits, both of siclatoun, the ‘‘ best” being green and blue, and the other blue and plunket 
(a prayish blue) ; five vestments (one black, one white, and three red), a term which appears 
here to include the stole, fanon, amice, alb and apparels as well as the chasuble ; and five 
chasubles besides. They had two tunicles of cloth of gold to match the cloth of gold 
chasuble, and two old ones of the same fabric. Only three copes are mentioned for the 
clergy : but there are two for boys, perhaps for the taperers on festivals. 

A nether-front for the high altar, painted with a representation of the Trinity, an over- 
front painted with the Coronation of our Lady, and two riddells ornamented with angels with 
the iron rods to hold them up, are the only altar-hangings, unless the two frontella de rubeo 
cevico axe frontals and not frontlets or apparels to the linen altar-cloths (amongst which 
they are placed), as is possible, though not very likely. 

The altar linen is briefly noted, two cloths with frontlets and seven without. The 
pixcloth was of black velvet.

At the end of the accounts of John Derby and William Backe presented before Sir 
Thomas Marchall,1 then vicar, is the item: for wrytyng of I Inuentory,and pe Parchement, 
xvjd. The next accounts are for 1408, so that these are probably for 1407, but as they

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The opening section contains varied assortment of things, some of which had appeared 
in the 1396 inventory or its additions. Amongst the new stuff may be noticed the checker 
for the holy loaf, i.e. a board divided out into squares for the cutting up or handing round 
of the blessed bread on Sundays after high mass. In the accounts! for 1478-9 it is referred 
to as “ the cheker borde suaueye bete the church Cake vppon.”” The wooden clappers or 
Judas bells were used instead of the ordinary bells during the last three days before Easter : 
there is a payment for mending them in the accounts for 1413-14. The sepulchre was made? 
in 1422, and the total cost of it is given in the accounts as 47s. 2d. (including 84d. for bread 
and ale). 

The little ladder behind the high altar may have been to enable the clerks to get at 
the overfront and riddells conveniently, or to dust the tabernacles standing on the altar, etc. 

The reredos to set jewels on at the high altar was not the modern gradine, but similar 
to that elsewhere called a shelf, or a hautpas, or halpas; and its purpose was to display 
the church plate on high festivals, as is still done in the royal chapels. 

The lack of precision in the use of terms, so widespread in the Middle Ages, is exemplified 
in the list of riddells, which should connote the curtains at the altar’s ends, but here are the 
iron rods that support them. 

The“ conductes,”’ the lists of whose coffers and aumbries are not filled in, were evidently 
priests hired to say soul masses for a certain term of years. 

The lent-cloths were for veiling images in Lent, but some of those enumerated were 
altar frontals. 

Amongst the altar-linen we can identify with probability a huseling-cloth given by 
Henry Chester® (@ 14 February, 1470-1) and his wife Alyce, described in the list of Good 
Doers* as “a Tewell of Dyaper to be kepte yn pe Churche to pe vse of pe parysche whyle 
bey ben a-comenyng pat ys to sey y-howselyd on Estyr day,” with the diaper towel 
9} yards long. The other cloths and towels mentioned among their gifts have no details 
by which they may be recognised in the inventory. 

The list of candlesticks, etc., begins with two standards, which were bought in 1430 
out of “money y-;evyn of dyuerys peple® of pe parysche,” the first item in the payments 
for that year being: “In primis for pe grete kanstyckes, ]j s. viijd.” F urther on® is a 
heading “ Laten bollys yn pe Rode lofte,” with the payments “ for xij dysches of laton for 
_ be Rode, xxxij s. Item for Caryeng of hem fro london x d.” Only a dozen were bought 
then, but the inventory probably includes the ‘‘ branche of wex brennyng by-for pe rode,” 
ought? for 6d. in 1434: this just makes up the value of the bowls in the inventory. The 
m in this section is recorded thus, amongst the good deeds® of “ John Leynell and 
"ys wyf’’ (not in Hardwyk’s hand): “Item mor pey haue jeuyn a grete peyr of

The inventory of stained cloths contains several that can be identified. The thirg and 
fourth items are among the numerous gifts of Maurice Hardwyk “ yn his furst comyn 
yn,* pat ys to sey Anno domini M°. CCCC®. lv.” ;_ where they are described thus Vem 
he lett made I peyr of awtyr clopes of Red with I Crucyfyxe price xv s. Item he lett made 
I per of whyte Awtyr clopes with pe Coronacyon of our lady price xxvj s. viij d.” ; but the 
next does not seem to be enumerated in the inventory : ‘“‘ Item he lett made I per of Awtyr 
clopes of seynt vrsula price xviij s.” 

The last item but one seems to have been given shortly before he died, and is recorded 
in the bede-roll? as follows : “ Item pe seyd Syr Mauryce Hardwyk vycar of pe seyd Churche 
pe iii] day of April Anno domini M°. CCCC°. Ixxj 3afe to pe for-seyd Churche .... . iiij 
Steynyd Clopys of Red and 3elowe with wrepys and pe Armys of pe passyon yn pe myddyll 
of pe wreps and a Scryptur yn pe Myddyll of pe Armys. Bulcis est thesu Amor meus , 
pe whyche clops bepe of lengyth yn pe hole.

This same inventory also contains the cloths for St. Dunstar> 
altar, and the curtains given in the next section. This altar was really dedicated in ae 
aes of SS. John the Baptist, John the Evangelist, and Dunstan, and is so termed ™ 
official documents relating to the chauntry,®

All the books were repaired a age oh 
needed it in 1427 ; the new legend had already‘ been rebound in 1409 at a cost of 31s. 2d. 

In the accounts for’ 1439 is the following payment: “to Edmund? clerke of seynt 
Stevyns for wrytyng of xiij qweyrys of pe Ordynall, xiij s. liij d.” and in 1440, “ for Notyng 
of pe Ordynall® and wrytyng of pe kalendar and for velym and byndyng, xiiij s. vd.” But 
it is impossible to say which of the two in the inventory it was. The last book in this 
section was given by Mr. John Thomas, vicar, 24 December, 1496 ; but it is not mentioned 
amongst his good deeds. 

The first of the massbooks is probably that given by Sir Thomas Marchall, vicar, in 
1434: “he ;awe I grete Masse-boke? vn-to pe seyd Churche, price xiij Marke, vj s. viij d.” 
Thomas Halleway,® who died in December, 1452, and his wife in 1456, “‘ 3aue I Masse-boke 
to pe hye Awtyr.” The “ Chauntry booke’”’ was the massbook used at the altar of 
SS. John, ete., at which the Halleway Chauntry was founded. The first chaplain® of this 
was appointed by the Mayor, William Coder, on 9 September, 1453. Nothing is known of 

William Tornowe, who gave the last massbook on the list. Of the vestments and their 
donors more is known. Sir Richard Parkhouse, vicar,!° who died 8 August, 1436, “ ;aue 
vn-to pe seyd Churche I peyr of lyght grene vestymentes of clope of gold, price iij /.”

evermore. Then later, on 14 August, 1496, she further gave “ an honorabyll Sewte: of 
vestymentes of whyte Damaske with fflowres of gold and all pe Orfres of the Sewte Clothe 
of gold the whyche Sewte conteynyth a Chesypyll ij Tunyclys wyth theyr Apparellys 
belongyng and ij Copys of pe same with Scheldes of seluyr enamelyd of the Armys of 
Grocerys that cost vn-to her, xxvij li.” Of these, the first and second are not in the 
inventory at all; the third is the final item in the list of Vestments. She is termed lady 
Spycer, because she had taken vows of widowhood, and become “ Lady* by professyon 
to the Mantyll and the Rynge.” She died in 1503. The suit given by the Leynells is de- 
scribed in the bede-roll4 more fully: “ more-ouyr wher owr Secund Sewte of vestymentes 
wer of Bawdekyn and no-pynge of ffynes vn-to pe best Sewte be seyd kateryn Consyder- 
ynge pis ordeynyd and hath gevyn to pe honor of Almyghty god and of All halows 
vn-to pis Churche a ffyner Sewte of blewe ffelwett with fflowres oper-wyse branchys of 
gold with Orfres of Red ffelwett and egyls of gold pat ys to sey a Chesypyll ij Tunyclys 
with peyr Awbys and Amyttys and peyr Apperrellys and ij Copys acordyng to pe same, 
and hyt coste xxv Ji.” John Leynell® died in 1474: the accounts for 1474-5 have a 
receipt of 6s. 8d. “for John Laynell hys pytt,” and in 18 Edw. IIII the church received 
“ of kateryne laynell for the beryall Stoone, v s.” 

The next vestment was given by Joan, wife of Clement Wyltschyr, Mayor of Bristol, 
who died during his year of office : his will® was proved 7 January 1492-3: the gift is 
therefore of 1493 or after. The bede-roll? mentions it as: “ I peyre of vestimentes of blew 
_ Satyn with fllowres y-branchyd of 30ld, price xxviij s. liij d.” given “ sepyn hys departyng 
of pis world.” 

Mrs. Alice Snygg,® wife of John Snygg (6 17 September, 1490), gave after her husband's 
death 16s. to pay for a pair of vestments: no description of them appears amongst het 
Good Deeds, but they were for the priest who said masses for a term of three years for her 
husband’s soul to sing in, and afterward for the church. 

Some payments in the accounts® for 1495 for “ Reparacion Apone the church vest 
mentys if (twenty-two items) appear to refer to the “ pair of black with Boars”: they 
include “ blake say, iij Pypys of kopyr gold, red Syprys of borgens, a seryng candell, v yardys

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of blewe satene of syprys for the borys, blew thred, grene bokeram, blak bokeram, and bred 
to skoyt the borys. 

The accounts! presented at Candlemass 1500-1 mention the mending of the bl 
copes, the black vestments, and the white copes and tunicles: and white fustian and a ad 
of red satin of Cyprus was bought for the Lenten vestments. But these items hardly 
nelp to identify and date the items in the inventory. The accounts? presented 27 March 
1469, contain a payment “for halowyng of I peyr of vestymentes pe whiche Anneys ceie 
gave in-to pe churche’: Agnes Fylour’s will* was proved 30 November, 1467, but there is 
no bequest of vestments, nor of money to buy them, init. In 1455 it is recorded that there 
“was broght yn on All halon Eve the Best Sewte, price‘ C Ui’’: and the accounts’ for that 
year mention the payment ‘‘ to Thomas ffylor for his Costys to Ryde to london for pe Newe 
Sewte, xiij s. iiij d.’ Again, in 1458 is “ Summa totalis y-payed to John laynell by pe seyd 
procutores® for pe best Sewte, vij Ji. xiiij d.”” This can hardly have been Agnes Fylour’s 
vestment: and one would expect to find a suit that cost {100 mentioned in Hardwyk’s 
inventory, particularly as it was “‘ the best suit.” Yet it is not, and the only item to which 
it could possibly be referred is the suit of cloth of gold of tissue, which is entered by a later 
hand among gifts that date from 1473 (or thereabouts) onwards. Agnes Fylour’s vestment 
is not referred to elsewhere.

It would obviously be impossible to have Statues of 
the saints,® and so in the fifteenth century an image of the Holy Trinity was set UP inste 
In the early part of the sixteenth century Thomas Parnant gave? to the church “ g baner of 
sylke with the ymege off the trynite,”’ which appears in the inventory as “ the Emage of 
Alhalon.”’ 

The paper “ Pensellys ” for the Pascal were bought‘ in 1444 for 8d. It was Customary 
to trick out the Pascal taper with little flags, ostrich feathers, and the like, in Parish churches 5 
The cross of gold and silver may probably be identified with the “ best cross with a lamb 
and two pinnacles and one small image belonging to the cross” in the additions to the inven. 
tory of 1395-6. It was usual in the Middle Ages to use the same cross for processions anq 
for to set on the high altar: in the former case it was mounted on a staff, in the latter taken 
off the staff and set on a base. In the accounts® for 1430 are payments “ for peyntyng of 
pe Base for pe best crosse, xvj d. Item for makyng of pe Base and ij ymages, ix s.” Probably 
the castellum cum iitj angelis in the additions to the inventory of 1395-6 was set at the top 
of the staff, as it is always mentioned as “ the cross and the crown,” for the hire of which 
for funeral processions fees were regularly received. 

The tabernacle in the midst of the altar was that given by the Goldsmiths, already 
described ; and the next item was part of the same ornament, which took the place of the 
overfront on high days. It is mentioned in the bederolls,” first under the Good Deeds of 
Sir John Gyllarde, prior of the Kalendars, who died 28 June, 1451: “Item pe seyd sir 
John and Rychard haddon let made I Tabernacle of gold and seluyr of seynt Savyour at 
pe hye Awtyr, price xx i” ; and again under those of John Haddon,® vintner : “‘ Item pe 
Executores of pe seyd John let made pe secund parte of pe Tabernacle of pe hye Awtyr.” 
The later version of the bederoll® adds the information: “ pat stondith in hye festes a-pon 
the hye awtor.” Sir John Gillarde and Richard Haddon were executors to John Haddon,” 
and as Richard succeeded to the business of vintner he was probably John Haddon’s son. 
The gift must have been made before 1451: but the only other item apparently relating 
to it is in the accounts" presented 14 March, 1437 (probably 1436-7, as there are payments 
for a procession in thanksgiving “ for brekyng of pe Sege of Calys,”” which was on 26 Jun’:

Mention has been made of the Halleway chauntry, one of the perpetual chauntries of 
Bristol. There are two inventories of this extant: one, dated 27 March, 1457, of all the 
oraments, and the other of those only which were used every day and rested in the sole 
charge of the chaplain, which has no date. The full deed is specially interesting as it enables 
us to locate the position of the altar of SS. John Baptist, John Evang., and Dunstan, and 
inferentially that of St. Thomas.

Among the additions are three “ corporasses ”’ of rich material: cloth of gold and blue 
velvet. No doubt they are instances of the misuse of the term “ corporas ”’ for the forel 
or case, of which there are many unquestionable examples, It is just possible that the 
“Corporas cloth of red satin’’ given by John Mayowe was really a forel: the word cloth 
being used in error for the case. According to the canon law the corporas should be of fair 
linen, neither dyed nor coloured, without the admixture of any other material of greater 
or lesser value: nor might it be starched. Dominic Soto observed the use of a silken 
tabella to cover the chalice while it was on the altar in Italy and Germany, and in England 
during the reign of Mary. It is more probable that this red satin ‘‘ corporas cloth” is an 
example of that kind of thing. The following seem to be undoubted examples of a corporas 
made of some other fabric than linen only :

The Fraternity of Merchant Taylors of Bristol was one of the Tichest of the megi 
trades’ gilds, and was founded or incorporated in 1392. The chapel of St. John By 4 
on the south side of the parish church of Ewen was founded for them by John Th Paste 
John Sharp or Shirp in 1399. The ordinances of the gild have been printed 
Mr. Francis Fox* from an ancient volume still in the possession of the Socie 
following inventory is taken from another volume, a large folio, containing th 
It is of a period from which inventories are rare, the year 3 Hen. IV, whic 
30 September, 1401, to 29 September, 1402 ; it has not been printed before. 

The inventory opens with five linen cloths, with a frontell of red and bl 
gold, and another of green, blue, and black cloth of gold. The vestments belonging to the 
gild were (I) a suit of cloth of gold, without a cope, and (2) four pairs of vestments, the 
first of cloth of gold, the second of silk with a blue velvet amice, the third of painted cloth 
with an amice of white cloth of gold, and the fourth for daily use, the colour and material 
not being given. There was a large and a small chalice, both of them silver-gilt, and three 
corporasses, one principal with a cloth of gold case, one large, with a silk case, and the third 
for daily use. 

The five cloths stained with the life of St. John Baptist were probably for the adornment 
of the chapel on festivals. The two cloths of red and glaucous silk, given by one of the 


several lords Maurice de Berkeley, were probably for the same purpose, or they may have 
been over and nether fronts for the altar. 


They had two tin candlesticks, and a large long chest with two locks in which they kept 
the lights for the altar. 


Probably the two ‘“‘ pensels ”’ or small banners of buckram were for use at the gild 
processions or festivals. They had a chest in which were kept all the necessary things 
belonging to the chaplain of the Fraternity, and a small one in which they put the deeds 
relating to the gild-property and the book from which this inventory was transcribed. 

It is difficult to know the purpose of the next two items: two towels of Paris work with 
blue lines, and two small towels for daily use. The word “ towel” was applied to various

No colour is given for either cope or pall. But in a short list of things recejy 
13 December, 1558 (folio 22) is: Item j cope of blewe velvet ; and a later inventory of 1567 
entitled, “‘ A note of such Implementes belongyng to the church,”’ the sixth and seventh 
items of the above list are given as “‘ one boke of the homelies,” and “a cope of blewe 
velvet,” and instead of the last item, has ‘‘ a white clothe for the Comunion bord, a surpellese 
and a Dornyx carpet, a boke of commen service, and a chest of old harnesse.”” In the later 
inventories the cope has disappeared.!
